Tbo 
ball took ofi'ect, ne one or tbe olootobmao 
n'terwaids iDlormed the Sheriff. Brown then 
took refago ia tha bouae. Tho SberifTa 
posse were not strong enough to surround 
tha house and the robbers e»caped by way of 
the ohimney and took to the woods, ibe 
ShoriO and ihreo of bis patty ttien Btutad 
for Port Blakely, but Mr. Robt.

To-day 
everylbio;; is qoiot. Tbica young moo have 
been urrentad, cbargod with tjsctiog ne- 
groes from the cars; their oases are p.jst- 
poned by tbo US Oommissiooera until 
Tharsday. The following is a list of caaa> 
nltien: Mrs Barber, buckshot wound in tbe 
hruuft; two obildreo ehot in tbe body and 
octi in the timplc; Moaes Cohen, shot in tbe 
atumiich; F S Edgar, shot in tho wrist; H 
Subuit^, shot iu the foot; and Baveral os- 
gioea wounded, bat none killed.
